FIFTY KILLED. 


Frightfal Loss of Life in an En- 
glish Colliery. 


Accumulated Coal Gas Explodes With 
Terrific Force. 


VOLUNTEERS PROMPTLY BEGIN THE 
WORK OF RESCUE.

Touching Boenes of Anguish Among the 
Families of the Entombed Miners— 
Corpse of a Workman Discovered ina 
Ship's Grain Cargo—Deadly Work of 
a Oyclone in the South—Casualty Briefs. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—A fearful explosion has 
occurred to-day atihe Bamfurlong colliery, 
Wigen, and not less than fifty lives have been 
lost. The men went to their pit as usual this 
- Morning, and after the colliery had been in- 
Spected in the usual way they went to work. 
They had not been at work long when a ter- 
ribie explosion shook the earth fora great 
Gistamce and a cloud of smoke _ shot 
up through the shaft into the 
air. A multitude of people rushed 
toward the mine, and the _ greatest 
excitement prevailed. It was soon ascer- 
tained that a large number had perished and 
the wailing and weeping of women and chil- 
Gren made an indescribable scene. Steps 
were immediately taken to ascertain the full 
extent of the disaster and a crowd of volun- 
teers promptly offered to explore the pit. It 
is believed that the explosion was caused by 
accumulated coal gas which had escaped the 
notice of the official charged with the inspec- 


tion of the mine. 

The situation is most critical. A hundred 
menremaininthe mine unable to get out 
owing to the fire which followed the ex- 
plosion and which is raging fiercely in the 
mine making it difficult for rescuers to get at 
the imprisoned miners. Notwithstanding 
the fire and other obstacles the work of 
rescue ls proceeding and volunteers 
are not deterred by danger or difficulty in 
their efforts to save their fellow-miners from 
aterrible death. Hundredsof woinen and 
children surround the moutho! the mine, 
waiting. anxiously for news of fath- 
ers, busbands, brothers and sons, 
Some of the .women volunteered to 
assist in the work of rescue 
but their assistance was not required. No 
effort is being spared to put out the fireand 
bring the mentothe surface. Until this is 
ape the loss of life will be difficult 

estimate. 

Twenty miners have been brought up Dy 
the rescuers from the mine. The remainder 
are still imprisoned below. The rescued 
men were ip a bad condition when Drought to 
the top. As each came to the _ surface 
the women and children crowded around 
to see who they were and those who recog- 
nized their relatives overwhelmed them with 
caresses. The men whoare still below are 
imprisoned in a seam that Is under where the

CASU ALTIES. 


BODY OF A GRAIN HANDLER FOUND BURIED IN 
WHBAT. 

Lowpow, Dec. 14.—The body of Patrick 
MacAdury of Brooklyn, N. Y., was found to- 
Gay in the hold of the Anchor Liner Bolivia 
at Glasgow, from New York, embedded 
among the grain. This shows that the 
mother and friends of MacAdury were cor- 
rect in their belief that he had been smoth. 
ered in grain, when the steamship was being 
loaded, and that his body was among the 
grain. Patrick MacAdury was only 22 years 
old and worked at the Union Stores where 
the Bolivia takes in her cargo. He 
used to drive a truck there, but work became 
scarce and he was givena jobof bag sewer 
onthe Bolivia. It was his duty while the 
vessel was discharging her cargo so go down 
the hatchways and sewup allthetorn bags 
before they were hanled out. This was wiiat 
he was doing when missed. His work took 
him down the first and second hatches. The 
import cargo from the third hatch had 
already beentaken outanda lighter along- 
side waschuting grain intoitat the rate of 
. several tonsa minute. The officers of the 
ship were of the opinion that MacAdury had 
gone ashore, andin spite of the suspicion 
that his body was in the grain the 
loading of the steamer was permitted 
to go on without interruption. Mrs. Mac- 
Adury went to the steamer distracted with 
grief and anxiety, and appealed tothe off- 
cers not to go to sea with the body of her son 
on board. They insisted on their opinion 
* that the body was probably not on board, 
and refused to undertake the task, which 
would have occupied two or three days, of 


removing the grain to get where the body 
was supposed to be located. The discovery 
of the body at Giasgow of course settles all 
questions as to MacAdury’s fate.

United States Troops After the Garza Rev- 
olutionists. 


San ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 14.—The Mexican 
Consul here received news confirming the re- 
ported fight between Garza bandits and 
Mexican troops on the Mexican side,opposite 
Ignacio. The report says there were a 
hundred bandits who, after defeating the 
soldiers and firingon them, returned to this 
side. Itisknown that Eustace Ramer was 
ohne of the leaders of the bandits. Last 
eveninga force of United States cavalry, 
consisting of fifty men under Lieut. Hedkin,- 


were ordered from Fort McIntosh, 
bound for Zapota County on a 
scouting expedition on the Rio Grande 
in search of bandits. Several deputy mar- 
shals will follow the soldiers. During an at- 
tack at Ignacio Capt. Sewaro and a citizen 
were Killed while sitting in the Captain’s 
quarters.

The invasion of the revolutionists has pro- 
duced intense excitement throughout the 
Rio Grande border vountry, both on the 
United States and Mexican side of the river. 
The revolution{fsts crossed the river into the 
United States, taking with them about twen- 
ty prisoners, forty horsesano a large amount 
of ammunition and guns. 

The Mexican soldiers fought nobly. They 
were only forty-five in number, but they held 
their ground and continued to fight as long 
as there was any chance of defeating their 
opponents.

PANIC IN A SCHOOL. 


The Explosion of a Can at the Shepard 
Echool Causes a Fanic. 


A panic, which was causedinthe most pe- 
culiar manner, and which fortpnately did 
notresult seriously, took placeat 11:15 this 
morning among the scholars of the Shepard 
School, which is situated on the corner 
or Winnebago and Warren streets. 
It seems that one ‘of the pupils in 
a room in the second story ofthe school 
building, placed a can of coffee onthe stove 
towarm. The can was closed tightly, and 
before anyone in the room became aware of 
the fact the coffee had been heated into 
steam almost, and the result was that 
the can exploded with a loud _ report. 
To say that the children in the room where 
the explosion took piace were frightened 
would be putting it mildly. Some of the most 
excited took up the cry of fire and 
amidst the confusion that followed the wild- 
est kind of excitement ensued, several of the 
boys ran to the windows fronting on the yard 
and without stopping to think 
what they were doing, raised 
he sash and jamped to the ground. 
Others concluded to take to a tree the 
branches of which almost reached to 
the sill of the windows from among 
which they scrambled to the ground below. 
None of the restofthe pupils of the school 
made any effortto jump from the windows, 
but they got out ofthe school rooms by the 
stairways in double quick order. Noone was

Archbishop Kenrick Determined to Have 
His Way in the Council. 


HE TELLS PROTESTING PRIESTS THAT 
THEIR CONDUCT IS SILLY. 


Vicar-General Brady Said to Have Left 
the City to Remain Away Until the 
Council Is Overr-Bishop Burke Tells 
Why He Is Cpposed to the Elevation of 
a Priest—Business of the Council 


A Provincial Council of the Archdiocese of 
St. Louis will-be held to-morrow atthe res!i- 
dence of ArchDishop Kenrick, 8810 Lindell 
avenue, to select three candidates for the of- 
fce of Coadjutor orassistant Bishop to the 
aged metropolitan of this See; to choose 
three candidates for the Bishopric of St. 
Joseph, Mo., and probably to recommend 
that Bishop Hennessy of Dubuque, lo., 
be made an Archbishop. : The most 
important work of the Council 
will be tbe choice of & coadjutor, for he will 
have the right of succession to Archbishop 
Kenrick. The council will be composed of 
Archbishop Kenrick and his eight suffragan 
bishops. There has been a great deal of sur- 
mising as to what the council will do, and 
the fact that the sessions will be secret will 
increase the curlosity to know what trans- 
pires. 

BISHOP BURKE TALKS OUT. 

Rt. Rev. Maurice F. Burke, Bishop of Chey- 
enne, Wyo., arrived in the city this 
morning and is the guest of Frs. 
Eustace and Burke of 8t. . Michael’s 
Church, Eleventh and Clinton streets. The 
Bishop was seen a few hours after his arrival 


Bishop Burke of Cheyenne. 
Dy a PosT-DISPATCH reporter, and asked to 
talk about to-morrow’s council. His Gracé 
of Cheyenne was somewhattired on account 


of his long ride across the plains. 

**your Grace, whom will the council choose 
for the coadjutorship?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘*The man whois best fitted forthe office 
Dy character qualifications and experience. 
I do not expect that there will be much 
trouble in selecting a coadjutor 
who will be satisfactory to priests 
and people. The priests signified 
choice when they recommended the names 
of Bishops Spalding, Fitzgerald and Kain, 
andIlam emphatically of the opinton that 
the priests should have a voice in the mat- 
ter. Their action wasfnot formal, because 
the decrees of the Third Plenary Councll of 
Baltimore were not promulgated 
in this ciocese, but the priests 
who wouid be consultors and permanent rec- 
tors of these regulations were in force here, 
approved ofthe three names mentioned. I 
am not acquainted with Bishop Fitzgerald 
of Little Rock, Ark., but I know Bishop Spal- 
ding of Peoria, lll., and Bishop Kain of 
Wheeling, W. Va. The latter is a brilliant 
man, and Bishop Spalding ts in my opinion 
one of the most capable and accomplished 
men the country. He is 
highly cultured and has governed 
his diocese with . harmony and 
success. Hehas builta large cathedral, has 
brought his diocese to the front, and has re- 
cently received several marks of esteem from 
the papal autirorities. He is a man who 
would commend himself not.only to the Cath- 
Olic priests and laity of St. Louls, but tothe 
non-Catholic portion of the community as 
well. I think that he will be the first 
choice of the council as coadjutor. 

‘**Do you think that localtroubles will cut 
any figurein the selection of the coadjutor?’’ 

**Local considerations will have no weight, 
but without going into personalities, 
I would say that the coadjutor 
should baa man who is acceptable to the 
priests andto the people who support and 
maintain the church. Sucha man would be 


in harmony with the faithful 


and he would therefore accomplish very 
much more good in his office. Ithink that a 
bishop should be selected for coadjutor. I 
donot think that it would be safe to raise 
a priest to the office, becausea priest often- 
times displays a great deal of executive 

in the circumscribed sphere 

parish, but when he becomes 
a bishop he falis short of the 
requirements of the office, and is anabie to 
govern his priests and .people, and to pre- 
serve among them. Hence 
I t a Dishop who 
has proved his ability to rule,should be made 
coadjutor. The Archbishop and each of 
the bishops will submit three 
namestothe council andthe qualifications 
of the nominees will be discussed. No mem- 
ber of the council can propose only one 
name, The vote for the first, 
second and third candidates will be taken in 
order. The Archbishop and each of his 
bishops will have one vote and the three 
nominees who will recetve the majority vote 
in each of the three. Dallots will be 
the candidates of the council. Their 
names, careers and qualifications 
will be sentto Rome, where the congrega- 
tion of the cardinals will pass upon them, 
selecting one of the tifree for the office. 
This name will be submitted to _ the 
Pope and will be made public a week later.’’

BRADY LEAVES THE CITY.

drawn up for them and that it was a useless 
waste of railroad fare to come aown here 
when the matter could as well be attended to 
by mail. 
SAID IT°WAS ‘‘SILLY.’’ 

When the suffragans show signs of oppos- 
ing the Archbishop there will be Interesting 
scenes in the conference which now bids fair 
to become historic. A short time ago 
when the priests of this diocese 
sent a delegation to Archbishop Kenrick, the 
members were received with anything but 
friendliness, their action in getting 
up the petition was pronounced ‘‘silly’’ 
and unworthy men of their years. 
He refused to. consider the matter at all, and 
gave them to understand very thoroughly in 
a curt fashion that the years which stooped 
his frame had not bent his will. ‘The liontwas 
irritated and the unwitting offenders quickly 


withdrew. 


Bishop Hennessy Reticent. 

Rt. Rev. John J.. Hennessy of Witchita, 
Kan., arrived inthe city to-day and regis- 
tered at the Southern Hotel. He was 
asked to speak about the provincial 
council to be held to-morrow, 
but veplied that he had nothingtosay. ‘‘l 
have not spoken to anyone since I came 
here, and I know pno more than what 
I have seen in the papers.

REPORTED ADVERSELY. 


The Street Commissioner Opposed to 
Brick as a Paving Material. 


The only matter ot interest at this morn- 
ing’s meeting of the Board of 
Public Improvemeats was the report 
onthe brick paving question. A number 
of petitions had been received 
ing for the reconstruction 
West End streets with vitrified brick 
in preference to other paving material. 
Messrs. Burnet and Murphy were appolnoted 
to visit Eastern cities and investigate the 
feasibility of the matter. Their report was 
ofan adverse nature, 

Street Commission Murphy submitted the 
report of the special committee of 
inguiry into brick as a paving ma- 
terial for roadways. The commit- 
tee visited Philadeiphia, Washington, 
Wheeling, Newark, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Chicago. Correspondence was al:o held 
with many smaller cities through- 
out the Mississippi Valley, show- 
ing that brick was extensively 
used as paving material. Philadeiphia has 
30.8 miles of. brick streets. The resuit was 
not entirely satisfactory. Wheeling 
has twelve miles of brick 
streets, which give satisfaction. In 
Newark, O., the result & reported to be not 
satisfactory. City Engineer 
of Columbas was quoted as being 
opposed to brick. though it stood wear 
the best of all materials, on account ofa lack 
of untformity in the burning or hardening it. 
In Washington, D. ©., the result was not 
satisfactory. In all cities where it had 
been used for paving alleys the results were 
very satisfactory. The committee said that 
it would be inadvisable at present 
to recommend the adoption of brick asa 
paving material for any of the ——— 
streets or boulevards of the city, but for 
sanitary reasons it could safely be used in the 
construction or reconstruction of aileys on 
which the traffic was not apt to be heavy.

Public indigna- 
tion was instantly fired and has grown until 
a mass-meeting of the citizens of Rossville 
was held last night, in which strong resolu- 
tions were auopted. Henderson its de- 
nounced as an unnatural father, a mon- 
ster who refused to prosecute the 
ravisher of his daughter. It is told of him 
that on one occasion he drove his daughters 
home from a party with a horsewhip. The 
resolutions avowed the exemplary life 
of .Neliie as a modest, girl 
and view with alarm the return 
of Ruth tothecommunity. The unfortunate 
girl sits at the home of her sister in Rossville 
weeping and refuses to go home. It {!s be- 
lieved that Ruth has some hold on 
Henderson which prevents him from 
prosecuting.

BOODLE V8. FUBLIC INTERESTS. 

An ordinanee providing for the estab- 
lishment of a Forest Park belt elec- 
tric line was introduced in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. It embodies nearly 
every feature demanded by the pub- 
lic interest. It is intended to supply sadly 
needed facilities for the full enjoyment of 
the park by the people. Now only the 
rich whocan ride in carriages have con- 
venient access to all parts of the park. If 
this ordinance were passed the poor would 
have cheap means of reaching any point 
desired. The road would encourage the 
building of connecting suburban roads and 
would be a link between city and country. 

What is of paramount importance just 
now, this bill contains a provision for 
the sale of the franchise at public 
auction. It thus not only meets 
pressing popular wants, but embod- 
ies a principle in the disposal of fran- 
chises of the greatest valueto the city. 
Yet the ordinance lies unnoticed in a 
pigeon-hole. 

On the other hand ordinances ignoring 
the principle of fair compensation for 
franchises asked for by menand corpora- 
tions who have grown rich on municipal 
favors and pushed by notorious lobbyists 
whose slimy touch should be fatal to any 
bill are being railroaded through the As- 
sembly. 

When bills for the benefit of the people 
are neglected and bills for the benefit of 
franchise grabbers and corrupt lobbyists 
are promptly passed, what conclusion is 
possible other than that boodle rules in 
the granting of franchises and that con- 
siderations of the public good do not figure 
therein? 


NO PEANUT POLITICS. 

At a time when the masses of the people 
have shaken off the shackles of habit and 
have begun to seriously study questions of 
principle rather than shallow expediency 
and temporary partisan advantage it is not 
pleasant to hear a Democrat who com- 
mands the respect of the country speak as 
did ex-Goy. Campbell of Ohio at the 
Reform Club dinner.

The satisfaction of the protectionists, 
however, is shortlived. Itis easy to show 
that the demand for protection by the 
English farmers is the rash act of desperate 
men who grasp at the most obvious meas- 
ure promising quick relief. To prove the 
fallacy of their hope of relief it is only 
necessary to point to the misery and de- 
pression of England, her closed factories 
and starving multitudes under the old 
corn laws. It is only necessary to point to 
the sore distress prevailing now in Ger- 
many and in other Buropean countries 
in which protection prevails. 

That free trade does not cause distress is 


a 
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plain, but as protection is a two-edged 


sword England may suffer from the trade 
restrictions of sister nations. To find the 
real causes of Huropean distress, distress 
so widespread and profound that even as 
ruinous policy as that of drainage by 
emigration is cherished, one must look 
deeper than trade policie@, There is 
something rotten in the: system under 
which armies of the unemployed are 
maintained’ and toilers cry for bread. 
Somebody is monopolizing the opportuni- 


‘ties for profitable work and is absorbing 


the earnings of labor. Tne root of the 
trouble may easily be found in the army of 


unemployed aristocrats, the privileges of 
caste, the wrongs 6f Jandiordism and the 
burden of imperialism. Some of these ills 
in different forms are sprouting even in the 
free soil of this country. 

The English took the lead in the work of 
destroying that chief of labor-choking 
weeds—protection. It would be a pity if 
the unreason of @ spasm of déspetation 
should force her backward in the march 
of progress, The present distress her 
people suffer is occasion for a deeper cut 
into the core of wrong and another lesson 
of freedom for the world.

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THE “PUSH” INDICTMENT. 


The report of the Grand-jury on the 
condition of the public institutions reveals 
a record of incompetence and corruption 
in the municipal administration which 
should arouse a storm of popular indigna- 
tion. The eleemosynary buildings are 
falling to pieces. The accommodations are 
far short of the city’s needs. While 
the hospitals are suffering for additions, 
repairs and good nurses, the pay-rolls are 
loaded with uselessemployes. The supply 
department is apparently run in the inter- 
est of the contractors and officials. The 
prisoners, the sick,the poor and the insane 
are alike the victims of health destroying 
and inhuman conditions. The principal 
work of some of the chiefs of departments 
is directed to the promoting of their pri- 
vate interests and the building up of the 
political machine by the sacrifice of the 
public institutions. 

The causes of this shameful! situation and 
the motives behind them are clearly set 
forthin the following extract from the 
report: 

The inadequacy of accommodations tin} the 
eleemosynary institutions, which has been 
reported year after year by their Superin- 
tendents, by inspecting committees of the 
Council and House, by the Charity Commis- 
sioners and by the Grand juries,is due partly 
to incompetent supervision in the Depart- 
ment of Public Buildings, but chieflyto lack 
offunds, and this lack of funds is wholly 
due to the reckless increase in the city’s 
pay-rolls, which depletes the city’s treasury. 
The ordinary municipal expenses have in 
four years increased $820,000 a year, while the 
total expenditures forthe two Dospttalsis 
$7,000 a year lessnow thanthe average for 
the last seven years. Yractically the only 
value in visits and reports of Grand-juries is 
to keepthe publicreminded of the drift of 
their public affairs. The system of filling 
the public service of the city with men whose 
only qualification is efficient party service is 
responsible alike for the expansion of the 
pay-rolls and the inefficiency of the servies,

BERLIN, Dec. 14,—The second day’s debate 
in the Reichstag has increased the anxiety as 
to the fate of the army bill. Capriviis doing 
everything in his power to gain time in 
the hope of winning over the C entre party, 
but everything points to abandonment ofthe 
army bill. The Socialists .are actively or- 
ganizingin view of the dissolution of the 
Reichstag, and declare they are certain of 
an enormous increase in votes. .They held a 
large meeting here this evening; ‘and will 
b ave a monster gathering two days hence. 

The debate on the frst reading of th 
army bill was continued in the Reichstag 
to-day. Freiherr Von Manteuffel, a promi- 
nent leader of the Conservative party, made 
aspeechon the measure, in the course of 
which he resented the aspersions cast 
upon the Conservative party by Chancellor 
Von Caprivi, who, a few days ago, declared 


supporters of Rector Ablwardt, On behalf 
of the Conservative party Freltierr Von 
Manteuffel disclaimed any intention of carry- 
ing on a demagogic propaganda. They have 
never made theirattMude toward the army 
bill dependent upon concessions in other 
matters. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi replied to Freiherr 
Von Manteuffel. He referred toa report pub- 
lished in the Kreuse Zeitung of the recent 
meeting of Conservatives and said he drew 
from this report the conclusion that the 
party had sympathy for the man who 
had been condemned by the judges of the 
land as an asperser ofthe army. This state- 
went was greeted with cries of ‘‘Oh, Oh,’’ 
by the Conservatives. 

Continuing, the Chancellor said that he 
was satisfied now to find that the party de- 
clined to identify itself with Herr Ahl- 
warat. 

Dr. Lieber of the Cehter party declared 
that the Centrists would only support the 
two years service clause of the bill under the 
existing orgapization of the army, and would 
oppose any increase inthe numberof soldiers 
provided for in the Dill. They would, he 
added, oppose the other points of the meas. 
ure. 

It is reported in Berlin that the magis- 
strates are instructed to have the voting lists 
ready for Jan. 20. If true this pointstoa 
conviction in Government circles that disso- 
lution is imminent and necessary. 

The whole futnre of Continental Europe 
depends on this bill.

Ostensibly, the object of the military bill is 
the preservation of the peace of Europe by 
the establishment of an army that would 
cow the other great powers. The feal motive 
is the establishment of a force which 
would justify Germany entering into 
a war with the absolute certainty of 
having to fight the combined forces of France 
and Russia. The Kaiser is aware that should. 
such a war be declared Germany would have 
to bear the brunt of the contest. He can de- 
pend upon Austria to aid him to the extent 
of her power, but he Knows just exactly 
how much that assistance 
avall.himunderthe present military condi- 
tions. Only the hope of strengthening Ger- 
many’s military forces has kept the Kaiser 
from the aggressiveness which would pre- 
cipitate a war, resulting in making for Conti- 
nental Europe a new map, in which the 
frontier lines of Germany would take In the 
little Balkan States, Russian Poland and a 
generous slice off the present territory of the 
French Republic. 

To combat this ambition the opponents of 
force have centered about the Socialist party,

They came to St. Louis 
about two weeks ago, and after a conference 
with Leon Berman, one of the directors of 
the Jewish Emigrants’ Home, announced in 
flaming postersin Hebrewthat they would 
opeh ah engagement at the Exposi- 
tion Building with a grand 


performance for the benefit of the home, 
A NONDESCRIPT. 

They eugaged W. W. Florence with an 
orchestra of six pieces to furnish the music. 
Mr. Florence thoughtit was to be an opera 
performance, but after having rehearsed 
twice for it and accompanied the 
Singers through a single performance 
he does not know whether it was an opera or 
a drama.

TURNED TO STONE, 


Petrified Corpse Exhumed After Thirty- 
Five Years’ Burial 

ELMIRA, N. Y., Dec. 14.—James Clareback 
was recently engaked at Herrington’s Cor- 
ners, ten miles from this city, in resurrect- 
ing the remains of Mrs. C. M. Herrington in 
order to bury them in another place. The 
body had been under ground for thirty-five 
years and in digging Clareback struck a 
great deal of water. He reached the remains 


of the outer box surrounding the coffin and 
when he pulled them out of the way he was 
greatly astonished to see what appeared to 
be Mrs. Herrington’s body apparently un- 
distarbed and so lifelike. 

**] tell you l was scared,’’ said Clareback 
in relating his experience, ‘‘and I nearly fell 
over ina faintin the grave. When 1 made 
an examination then I discovered that it was 
not the body I saw before me, but an exact 
photograph ofit on the top of the coffin lid. 
I then raised the cofinand opened it. With 
the exception of the head it contained only a 
few crumbling bones. ‘The head, however, 
was preserved perfectiy. The bones were 
covered with flesh, which had petrified, the 
whole beingas hard as a stone, while the 
hair had grown to an unusual length and was 
very abundant.’’ 

The coffin lid was exhibite1 to a number of 
people. It was made of cedar, and contained 
anexactand perfectly clear representation 
of the deceased woman as she appeared when 
she died thirty-flve years ago; Just howto 
account for this no one knows.

CALOULATIONS UPSET. 


A Chicago Sunday Closing Mass- Meeting 
Goes Wrong. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—The American Sabbath 
Union suffered a defeat iast night at one of 
its meetings which so surprised the leaders 
present that the incident was a veritable sen- 
Sation. It wasan unexpected biow, and the 
more grievous because it was administered 
by one of the most sabbatarian of all denom- 
inations. It isa national convention and ar- 


rangements were made for four mass -meet- 
ings throughout the city last night to 
forward the movement. One of these 
meetings was held at the M. E. Church, 
South Park avenue and  Thirty-third 
Street. It was a small mass-meeting, but 
everything went on smoothly for atime and 
the ‘‘American Sabbath’’ had everything its 
own way. Dr. H. H. George, a leader in the 
movement; Mr. Locke and others advocated 
the closing of the World’s Fair on Sundays 
and vigorously denounced the efforts of the 
directors and the Mayor and City Council to 
have Congress repeal the closing act. These 
Speeches were warmly, if not unanimously, 
approved by frequent ‘‘Amens,’’ and clap- 
ping of hands. No one looked for any op- 
position to a long set of resolutions which 
were read condemning the efforts being made 
foran open faironSunday. When the read- 
ing was concluded Rev. H. N. Axtell put the 
resolution toa vote. To his surprise the ayes 
and noes seemed equal, 

The chairman then said thata rising vote 
would seem to be In order, and he requested 
all in favor of the .resolution to stand up. 
The secretary counted thirty on their feet. 

*‘*All opposed will rise.’’ 

The rest of the audience,with the exception 
of four, wno seemed to have no OpMhions on 
the matter, stood up, and the secretary 
looking astounded at the evident majority, 
paid little attention to counting heads, and 
deciared there were at least thirty-five 
against the resolutions, and what seemed 
Strangest was that many of them were 
women, 

After a moment of wonder the chairman 
said he would like to havesome explanation 
for the action of the majority and theg the 
Rev. A. DL. Jones, editor of the American Sen- 
tinel of New York, the organ of the Seventh 
Day Adventists, stood up, and despite inter- 
ruptions and questions. made a long and 
aggressive speech. Personally, he said, he 
would not turn over his hand to determine 
whether the Fair should be opened or closed 
on Sunday, but he was opposedto the reso. 
lution because it condemns the effort to have 
the Fair opened on theological grounds 
and Congress has no right in the 
first place to say whether it 
should be opened or closed, The 
action was unconstitutional, because no 
power on the subject of reiigion had been 
delegated to Congress. The fourth com- 
mandment, he said, had been sent up for 
reading by senator Quay as a reason for the 
passage of the act, and Senator Pfeffer was 
right when he said the Senate was engaged 
in-a religious discussion as to whether the 
first or the seventh day should be observed as 
Sunday. Inanswertoquestions he said the 
employment of chaplains in Congressand in 
the army was unconstitutional, and that the 
United states Convress could notinany way 
establish or legalize a Sunday law.

Advices from Howard County, this State, are that 
wheat is looking much better than at this time last 
year, and there is still pleaty of old wheat on hand. 


One week ago to-day the fact was chronicled that 
red winter wheat in Liverpool at 5s 8d was down 
to 1 ot price on record. To-day it is 5s Tied, or 
Sic Bb 

nde o of spring wheat at Duluth and Minneap- 
Olis to-day were 240 cars smaller than a week ago. 
Is this another indication of a decrease in the Northe- 
western movement, or is it another Gaveroment in- 
dication? 

Last week’s wheat shipments for Eastera Europe, 
Australia and South America were 2,000,000 bu, 
800,000 bu smaller than preceding week, but 960,- 
000 bu larger than corresponding week last year. 

Farly in Dec the fal! rains begun in the State of 
Washington—too late to vroduce grass, but early 
enough to make it possible for farmers to plow econ- 
siderable for spring sowing. They all seem intents 
on making up for low prices by sowing more heavily 
than ever. 

Mradstreet’s visible of wheat increased 4,986,000 
bu east and 557.000 west of the Rockies, corn in- 
creased 489,000 bu and oats decreased 765 5,000 bu. 
The total available supply of wheatin this country 
and Canada is now 110,623,000 bu, against 62,775, - 

bu one one year ago. 

Messrs. Camille Biock & Co. of Paris, in a late 
circular, say: **French millers are out of stock and 
are living from hand to mouth; they must have re- 
course to forei¢en wheat ata givem moment. France 
mustimport about 5,000,000 qrs this season, but so 
far has imported little except at Marsailies.’” This 
does not agree with M. Abel Rey. 

FARGO, N. D.—It is reported thata large amount 
of wheat is coming to market along the lines of the 
Great Northern—that the blockade is being lifted 
very slowly. The Mortgage Bank is in receipt of 
repotts from Pottineau and Rollato the effect that 
the Great Northern is now voratening Cars sO that 
the blockade there wil! soon be lifted.

| MOUNT VERNON’S MYSTERY. 


—_ 


Striving to Unravel the Strange Story of 
Blia Newton’s Murder. 


Mo phnon, N. Y., Dee, 
they tlie Getectives Who are searching 


for clews to clear up the mystery of Ella 
Newton’s death seem to get no nearer the 
end they areafter. The inquest will be held 
this afternoon at 4 o’Clock. Two negroes 
and a young man named Meyers are in 
custody, under suspicion of having 


something to 40 with the _ crime. 
One week ago last Monday 
the body of an unknown girl, not more than 
18 or 20 years of age, was found floating in the 
East Chester Creek, about 200 yards below 
Weber’ ssummer resort at Invermere-on-the- 
Sound. There are only a few poor houses in 
the vicinity. The one nearest to the spot 
is oecupied an old sailor and his wife. 
‘*‘Sallor Dick,’’ they call the man. He was 
away when the girl was found. He had gone 
to the city. 

The body was taken out of the water by 
Wm. W. Howe and Geo. W. Clough, who 
were told by the watchman that something 
queer was floating near the bank,

ing from appearances she coul 
the water only a very short time, at the most 


not more than a few hours. The features 
were clean cut. Her dark-brown hair was 
loosened and hung in wet, long tresses about 
her shoulders, falling almost to the waist. 
The bair wags fine. glossy and silk-like in its 
texture. Thestaring eyes were brown like 
the hair. 

The girl was a brunette and must have 
been pretty. At any rate she looked 6&0 to 
the finders. Laid out on the ground she ap- 
peared to be comely in build, but not of great 
stature, 

She wore a dark-brown, closely-fitting 
dress, which the moisture of the water 
caused to cling to the form like a tallor-made 
garment. Skirt and bodice were of the same 
material. The underclothing was white and 
of good material. The edges of the under- 
skirts were embroidered with white silk. The 
stockings were long and black. The shoes 
were of good quality, laced and new. ‘The 
wrap, if such she had worn, was gone; so 
was the hat. 

Around the neck there was hung a medal, 
such as good Catholics wear, attached to a 
black silk band. A rabbit’s furry foot, the 
riegro emblem of good luck, was also found 
about her person. The charm had not worked 
in Ellen Newton’scase. Thirt#five cents in 
money and some cards, of nomoment upto 
date in unraveling the mystery, were also 
discovered, 

The girl was soon identified as Ellen Newton 
the hter of a New York tailor. Her 
real e lia Roth. 

Mbouta yearagothe girl had worked with 
atailor mamed Jamies Kearns, who lives in 
Fourth -avenue, in Meunt Vernon. She 
turned up at the Kearns house last Thursday 
and said she would like a placeasa nurse 
maid. Mrs. Kearns referred her callertoa 
Mrs. Meyers, who keeps an Intelligence office 
near the New Haven Kallroad station. The 
girl went overto see Mrs. Meyers, 
that place about noon. 

Mrs. Meyers asked Ellen Newton to leave 
her address. She gave that of Kearns’ tailor 
shop, . Then she left irs. Meyers’ piace. The 
intelligence woman told Miss Newton she had 
better go and see Mrs. George Bard of Mount 
Vernon, the wife of the realestate man, in 
the meantime, who might needanurse The 
girl did so, but didn’t obtain a place. She 
came back and told Mrs. Meyers that she did 
not suit. Again she went away. This was 
between 12 and 1 o’clock, It was shortly 
after 4when she was towed with a cord out 
of the creek. 

The officials of Mount Vernon say that 
while the girl was telling her troubles to 
Sirs. Meyers the latter's son was lyiug ina 
back room divided from the front with a cur- 
taln.-. He is a big, hulking ne’er-do-well 
aboateé years of age, who has once been 
jailed for Déating his mother, and another 
time got intotrouble for punching an Italian 
while drunk. He stands about 6 feet 2 inches 
and weighs in thé neighborhood of 240 
pounds. Uis mother tupports him, although 
she is cidand rheumatic. His whole name is 
James W. Meyers. Heisthe man now under 
arrest to meet the charge of murdering Ellen 
Newton. And along with him twocolored 
men named Joseph Pugsiey and Walter Land- 
ring are held as accomplices, 

‘The girl was last seen at Meyers’ mother’s. 
W hen she }eft there sbe was not seen again 
tillsie was foundin the creek. And when 
she was found by William Howe and George 
Clough she was loaded down with two buat 
anchor stones, weighing at least eighteen 
pounds, andacord attached to the stones 
was tied about her waist. Who tied these 
stonesto the rope and who tied therope 
about the young woman’s waist? Those are 
the questions the local police of Mount 
Vernon are now working upon, and they are 
also busy uponthe nice artthmetical problem 
of time between the moment when Elien 
Newton was last seen alive and that when 
she was found dead in East Chester Creek, 
weighted down with stones to druwn her, 

Detective Clark tersely explains Meyers’ 


| arrest this way: **‘We have reasonto believe 


that he kiiled the girl. He followed her after 
she left his mother’s house, and we think we 
can prove it.’’ 

Detective Clark will add nothing to the 
story as regards the apprehension of the ne- 
groes, except that they were seen acting 
suspiciously about the vicinity Monday after- 
noon, But Meyers has admitted that he knew 
Landring. 

The official record of Drs.Weliss and Smith’s 
examination ofthe girl will not be known 
until the inquest. People say that Ellen New. 
ton, Who was youngand slight, could never 
have'tied the knots inthe rope which bound 
the welghtsto her body. They were sailor 
knots. Her hands were frail and white, and 
itis argued that unaided she never could 
have twistedthe cordssotightly. The tide 
was on the ebb atthe time, and she never 
could have got out to the spot where she was 
round unless she went there ina boat,

The Inroads Which Pestilence and Famine 
Make Into It. 


From the Fortnightly Review, 

The population of the Indian Empire has 
risen within the memory of the present gen- 
eration from 220,000,000 to 280,000,000; It has 
been increasing atthe rate of 2,500,000 an- 
nually, anditis now rising at the rate of 
3,000,000. Ifmo large famines occur it will 
considerably exceed 300,000,000attne end of 
the centnry now drawing toa close. Even 
in the event of decimation from these causes 
there will be anexcess over the 30,000,000. 
This augmentation is colncident with a 


—_ 
growth in means and resources of livelihood 
and in material prosperity of allkinds. The 
export of food grains in vast quantities con- 
tinues, 

The average of population In the Indian 
Empireis very moderate. Foralithat the 
density in some parts is considerable and in 
other parts too great. On the other hand 
there isalarge quantity of cultivatable land 
still unused, the extent of which can be fully 
known by experience alone. Further, :the 
existing cultivation can be made more and 
more productive by agricultural science, by 
development of irrigation tn detail, and by 
improved appliances for husbandry. 

Cnthe whole there is fair reason to ho 
that the magnificent area of land will 
able to sustain its people, and that the ac. 
cession of teeming millions decade after 
decade under the British rule may be wel- 
comed without an afterthought. On the 
other hand there have been ané still are fre. 
quently recurring causes to check the growth 
of population. 

One fearfully potent cause, arising from 
internal war, devastation and disorder 
which uptothe present century decimated 
the people, has been effectually stopped, But 
pestilence. which in former centuries occas - 
jonally stalked through the land, still lurks 
in many places. Itiskept down by sanita- 
tion, by the diffusion of medical education 
among the batives and by the purification of 
the water supply. 

The waterworks are. to be found in almost 
every town. Inthe great cities they may be 
compared with anything of their kind in any 
country. The check on population, as im- 

osed by sickness, will. be gradu lessened. 
Then there is the terrible ch resulting 
from famine or scarcity. The recorded ex. 

rience of more than a century shows that 
his scourge has appeared in one quarter or 
another once in every three years.

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CONCLUDING LETTERS OF THE EXILE'S 
REMARKABLE NARRATIVE. 


A Break for Liberty Followed by the 
EKaout and Death—An Edict by the 
Czar—-The Last Letter—Baikalieff’s 
Conclusion of the Touching Tale 


Below are presented the concluding letters 
of the thrilling narrative found among the 
papers of Prof. Jaksakoff after the tragic 
close of his life while held as a prisoner in 
the lead mines of Siberia. They were brought 
to Buda Pesth, Hungary, by a fellow prisoner 
who escaped from the mines and were trans- 
lated for the Post-DispatcH and New Yore 
WORLD. They have never before been pub- 
lished. Jaksakoff was a professor in the 
university at 8t. Petersburg and, being sus- 
pected of complicity in a plot to take the life 
of the Ozar, was seized by the police on his 
wedding night and, after a secret trial, con- 
demned to labor for life in Siberia. The 
letters follow: 


THE FUGITIVES. 


ALGASZI VALLEY, LOWER DRIFT, 
March 11, 1884. 


For more than halfa yeas Ihave not seen 
daylight. Wecan only mark the passage of 
time by following closely the calendar in the 
Mine Inspector’s office. We come there every 
morning—I might as well say evening—when 
we bring our barrows for inspection, then go 
to work, 

Part of our fellow prisoners have died, 
others lie sick in their cells and the others 
grope along like living skeletons to their 
work, weighted down with irons. We have 
bungered and thirsted continually since we 


have been here. The foodigso bad and so 
meager that wwe have not even once been 
able to satisfy our huneer. Water is only 
obtainable ata certain hour in theday, as 
we must not leave our work. It would seem 
that with this thirst they wish to deaden 
our hunger. 

A week agoa number of prisoners tried to 
escape. Their exasperation was so great 
that they braved the danger of the most hor- 
rible and refined torture in the hope of be- 
coming free. For several weeks nothing was 
spoken of during the hours of rest but our in- 
tolerable position and the chances of filght. 

Balkalieff informed me that a number had 
decided to make a break for liberty, and that 
he would be with them, I did not feel strong 
enough for the journey, and, to my great sor- 
row, was obliged toremain. Baikalieff took 
my manuscripts, which had been hidden ina 

hole in the cave,and swore to me that,should 
he escape, he would put them into the hands 
ofmy wife or parents. If this should not be 
~sible, he would endeavor to have them 
rought to public attention. 

In the nichtof May3the band of fugitives 
were to start, foronthis day the guards of 
the mine had organized a great drinking fes- 
tivity which they held every year, and which 
generally lasted all night. The old-time 
prisoners told us that on such occasions the 
guards became thorouchly drunk, and that 
the mine was practically unguarded. 

It was arranged that the escaping party 
should notleave by theentrance by which 
they had come, but by the lower exit In the 
third drift, where the running water reached 
to one’s waist, and which had not been used 
lately and which was not usually guarded. 

l separated from Balkalieff with the under. 
standing that ata given signall, with two of 
my companions in the cell, would follow the 
fugitives tothe mouth of the mine. When 
resting time came the only remaining guard 
was surprised asleep, bound ana gagged, put 
in a distant chamber, which they selected on 
their =e tothe shaft. Inthe grave-like si- 
lence only the sound of cautious steps, the 
rattling of one or two Inseparable wheelbar- 
rows and the creaking ofchains. Amongthe 
fugitives I looked for Baikalteff,but could not 
find him. Inthe meantime we had reached 
the lower opening. 

A few rays of the moon struggled through 
the opening and trembled on the dirty water 
flowing out of the mine. We whispered 
fareweil and the fugitives entered the water. 
Foratime I saw the upper part of their 
bodies passing over the water, but their out- 
lines became fainter and were at last lost to 
ws eyes. 

turned round. Of my two companions 
only one wasthere. The other had probably 
been seized with the desire for freedom and 
fled with the rest. With sad hearts we re- 
turned to our cells. 

l cried and prayed for a long time till sleep 
overtook me. lawoke at the callof a rough 
voice, I tottered out and saluted, but the 
guard received me with blows and kicks. The 
prisoners in the other cells were also brought 

out and whipped by the neopers. At aturn- 
ing I caught sight of Balxaileff, who, he 
afterwards told me, had overslept himself 
and stayed. A little further away lay the 
corpse of the night guard. The unfortunate 
man had been choked by therags stuffed in 
his mouth. 

For three days we weretortured in the 
most brutal way for not having prevented 
the fight. Onthe fourth day a queer sound 
penetrated the drift. A number of the 
guards were driving before them many of 
our comrades who had escaped. They hada 
been intercepted by gendarmes and brought 
back tothe Algaszi Valley under a strong 


escort. 

It is impossible to describe what these poor 
people underwent. Even the women were 
stripped ofalltheirciothes. Every one was 
tied toathick board so that she could not 
move ana was flogged by the guards with 
whips loaded with lead until blood gushed 

™ their bodies, and they were unable even

HIS LAST LETTER. 


THE ALGASZI VALLEY, 
Jan. 17, 1885. 


Ten days ago three years liad elapsed since 
they arrested and imprisoned me at the hap- 
piest time of my life. That isa very short 
time inthe life of aman when itis full of 
enterprise, but inthe life of a Russian pris- 
oner, to whom every hour brings on new 
trouble; it is a very long time. Hopeless 
sufferings and enforced labor break the hu- 
man body so that the spirit only wants to 
find sleep. 

Iam 42 years old and my hair is quite gray. 
My face !s wrinkled and my back is bent, and 
death is clutching me. On my body there Is 
nota place as large as your-‘hand that is not 
covered with a wound or a scab, made with 
a lead-weighted knout. lam frightened at 
myself when I see my face accidentally. It 
cannot last much longer. 

All that I can do for the cause of oppressed 
Russia will be found in my writings. Kvery 
line of my letters is written from eee 
from which I have also made the pictures of 
the life of the condemned prisoners. Lask 
no favor, but give a piain story of what hap- 
pens to the convicts. Most of the sketches, 
as well as my papers written in the mines, I 
moby made and written with rough pieces of 
ead. 

I hope that Batkalleff or through him some- 
body else willfind a way of publishing my 
writings. My brethren who are still free and 
who wlllread my writings may be able to 
escape exile to Siberia if they are suspected, 
at least by opposing arrest and falling ina 
fight withthe police. They should remem- 
ber that itis better to kill themselves than 
he should” eome here 
who haga cohstttuggn stron Otigh to 
withstand the punishment. thenhe will, if 
he has not already done so, give his life to 
the cause of Nihilism and the freeing of the 
Russian people. 

My hand shakesand refuses to work any 
longer.

THE DEATH OF JAKSAKOFF. 
From the relation of Baikalieff and the facts known 
to the translator 

He was right; he coulda not write any more. 
Towards the spring—it was the second he hac 
spent in the mine—he tried to write, but 
could no longer do so. As soonas he put the 
point of his piece of lead tothe paper he was 
seized witha cramp and, after the first two 
or three letters, his whole arm was numb. 

And. yet he wanted to write. He would 
have liked to write one last letter to his wife. 
Through the night he was restless, and 
racked his brainto finda way of writing. 
He tried to write with his left hand. Then 
he tried to write with the lead between nis 
teeth, but he could not. Atlast hedecided to 
dictate. 

His companions, who knew of his writings, 
listened to his words witha sortof venera 
tionas hecommenced to dictate his letters. 
What he dictated consisted of twoor three 
sentences. Then he stopped short in the 
middle of his wife’s name. 

A few weeks later he lost his hearing. 
From that day on he nelthercried nor talked 
again. He pushed, witbout the least sign of 
consciousness, the barrow overthe familiar 
paths and seemed not to feel the blows which 
were showered on him, They 1iunight as well 
have beaten the wall. 

The prisoners were still taken once a week 
fora walk inthe openairand Jaksakoff was 
one of the party. His hair, which was no 
longer cut on one side because they thought 
him anidatot who could no longer escape, 
hung downtohiseyes. His beardand mus- 
tache had grown longand his complexion 
was nearly leaden gray. His eyebrows had 
grown together and from under them shone 
a wiassy look in which there seemed no more 
reason. 

The summer passed away. About the 
middle of September the gangof prisoners 
went aftera long walk over the snow past 
the mine prison. A strange dignitary, ap- 

arently trom Sst, Petersburg or one of the 
arge cities, wished to see them. The in- 
spector called the prisoners to stand still and 
addressed severalof them ipa brutal tone. 
At last he came fo Jaksakoft. 

‘*What is your name?’’ be asked. ° 

‘*He is an idiot,’’ the leader of the guard 
answered. ‘‘For months he has been able to 
hear and understand nothing ’’ 

It seemed so. Jaksakoff did not even move 
his head. 

‘*What is he doing here then?’’ asked the 
stranger with interest. 

**May Tanswer?’’ asked the leader of the 
inspector. 

**Speank carefully,’ said he. 

**He Was a university professor in Russia,’’ 
began the soldier, *‘bat J Go not remember 
hisname, Hespent his youth among Nihifl- 
ists, and at last found himself among those 
who attempted the life of the Uzar.* He pre. 

ared the materials for the bombs by which 

is majesty was destroyed. He was con- 
demned to imprisoiment for HNfe. He had 
been condemned, like the others, to death, 
but the Czar was merciful.’’ 

At this moment a dreadful thing happened. 

Jaksakoff during this speech had been 
holding the two handles of his barrow. As 
the last words left the soldier’s lips he lifted 
the heavy barrow and Drought [It down with 
such force onthe head of the soldier that 
the man feil dead on DO 

‘*‘You have lied, wreteth?’’ he cried ina 
tone that frightened those around him. HUHis 
gray face lighted up, hiseyes protruded and 
he tried to lift the barrow a second time, but 
his strength failed himand he fell onthe 
ground with blood pouring from his nose and 
mouth, He was carried half dead to the 
mine.

WE Sporting News of Al! Sorts. 


There are no racing stables In the West to 
compare with the mammoth establishments 
of men like the Dwyers or Lorillards; but 
year after year the Western turfmen are in- 
creasing the quality and quantity of their 
strings, and as aresult the winnings placed 
to their credit at the end of the season mount 
higher. Many of them have tried 
the experiment of racing Doth 
in the East and West, and though 
the venture has vot been Invariably profit- 
able, in some instances it was crowned 
with more than moderate success. Next 
year there will not be so much need of the 
Eastern exodus, the rich stakes offered at the 
World’s Fair meeting giving the Western 
turfmen an “opportunity to go out for big 
money uuder the most favorable circum- 


stances. 

The past season has been a profitable one 
for the big Western Owners. Shorn of unin- 
teresting details the Spirit of the Times gives 
the following resume of what the leaders of 
the lot have picked up. 

In the early spring it was generally sup- 
posed that Ka Corrigan, with his powertul 
stable, would cut a wide swath on the turf. 
While he headsthe list of Western winning 
owners, the bright promise of the spring was 
not realized. Up to a few weeks ago the 
stable’s winnings forthe season footed up 
$69,190. The Corrigan horses have won 
enough since to bring the totalup to $70,000. 
The animals running in the green and white 
captured sixty-five races, were second forty- 
nine times and third fifty-four times. Huron 


captured a little over $9,000; Joe Murphy 
came next, closely followed by Lew Welr. 
Heiter Skelter won the greatest number of 
races, eleven, while Fannie S. comes next 
with 9, Shoshone 7 and Ethel six. 

» The Kendall stable (Chris Smith), won up 
to Nov. 5thesnug sum of $63,680. Of this 
amount Yo Tambein won more than half, or 
$27,420. Van Buren following with $8,480 and 
Doliy McCone $7,%45. Jonn Huffman, the 
very capable trainer, has an interest in some 
ofthe horses. ‘The stable will not repeat its 
mistake of this season by going Kast next 
year, but will remain in the West. 

J.J. McCafferty ran his horses both East 
and West, andlam not sure but the bulk of 
his winnings were secured inthe East. The 
total figures up $45,700. Ofthis amount that 
fine 2-year-old filly, Helen Nichols, won 
nearly half, or $20.875. Aloha, Queente Trow- 
bridge and Fred Taral each captured a ilttle 
over $4,000. 

J. M. Brown & Co, followed close on the 
heels of McCafferty with $45,300 tothe stable’s 
credit, G. W. Johison winning over one-third 
of this, or $16,085. 

The Bashford Manor stable won $26,360, 
Azra capturing over one-half of the same, or 
$14,580; Ignite. $4,575, and Plutus, $4,185. 

King Lee and Quiver, both 2-year-olds, 
captured nearly $22,000 of the $23,850 won by 
the Pastime stabie. It is a question as to 
whether king Lee or G. W. Johnson was the 
Dest 2-year-old colt in the West. 

W.H. Laudeman of Lexington has $22,545 
to his credit, and of this Elizabeth L. won 
$21,715, Palestine securing the remaining $830. 
That big stake inthe East is what swelled 
the winnings of Elizabeth L. Carsibad’s 
American Derby victory was what mainly 
swelied the winnings of R. A. Swigert to 
$22,010, the Derby realizing about $18;000. 

Holloway & Murphy xotaway with $21,755, 
Wadsworth winning over half of this, or 
$12,645. 

The Avondale Stable (Ed Gardner) has 
$14,755 to its credit, that great little mare, 
Ida Pickwick, capturing $9,960 of the same. 

Chas. Fleischmann of Cincinnati won $8,230, 
Gov. Foraker and Ronald being the main 
breadwinners.

Ob, he is very swell! Nobody would take him 
for a mere jockey. But in a quarter 
of an hour he is in the saddle again, di- 
vested of all his charms, except the 
Deautiful curled and waxed mustache.

YACHTING. 


Loxpow, Dec, 14.—The representative of the 
PostT-DISPATCH Called at Lora Dunraven’s 
residence early this morning to inform him, 
in the event of his not having heard the 
news, that the challenge of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron forarace for the America’s cup 
has been accepted by the New York Yacht 
Club. He learned that Lord Dunraven had 
started for Wales yesterday, and the pre- 


sumption is that Lord Dunraven was not 
aware that a race was now assured. 

Secretary Bunce conveyed the news to 
Messrs. Kersey and Grant of the Koyal Yacht 
Squadron, and other yachtsmen, all of whom 
expressed their delight at the chance afforded 
to capture the trophy. 

Nothing remains now but to fix the date of 
the race. Ithas been learned that several 
other yachts are being built to accompany 
the Valkyrie, Lord Dunraven’s yacht, to 
America. These yachts will enter other 
races in America and the season of 1593 prom- 
ises to be a memorable one in yatching 
annals. 

Mr. Watson, the well known yacht bullder, 
in designing the new vessel ordered by the 
Prince of Wales, is laying down the lines of 
four of the yachts that will strive for prizes 
in American events. It is said on high 
authority that the Prince of Wales’ yacht, 
which will be the largest vessel of the cutter 
type afioat, will take part next season in 
American races. 

Upon learning that Lord Dunraven had 
zone to Wales a reporter was sent to inter- 
view him, Lord Dunraven was seen this af- 
ternoon He said that his private secretary 
had informed him by telegraph of the ac- 
ceptance of the challenge. He added 
that he ~ had given orders to Mr.
